John Ainsworth continues his look at the ever changing Doctor 
Who comic strip. Now back in TV Comic, 1975 saw the arrival 
of the Fourth Doctor, Tom Baker... 


last instalment of The Wanderers, in 

Issue 1203 of TV Comic, was the 
Third Doctor's comic strip swan song. 
However in the following issue, cover 
dated 11th January 1975, readers were 
suddenly introduced to the new Doctor, as 
portrayed by Tom Baker. On television, 
Baker's first story, Robot was already 
nearing its end, but just in case readers had 
not been following Doctor Who on the box, 
TV Comic considerately printed a short 
recap of the events that had led to the 
Doctor’s regeneration. This done, the 
Fourth Doctor's first strip outing — Death 
Flower! — got under way!

Tes had been no indication that the 


Accompanying the Doctor was one of 
his television companions, Sarah Jane 
Smith. The comic strip version of Sarah, or 
Sarah-Jane as she was to be consistently 
referred to, had previously only appeared 
in Polystyle’s Doctor Who Holiday Specials. 
Presumably the character-had proved to be 
popular enough to warrant acquiring the 
rights to use both the character and 
Elisabeth Sladen’s likeness, for the weekly 
strip. In TV Comic, Sarah was to become 
atarget for the Doctor's apparent 
chauvinism, frequently being abused with 
such sexist remarks as “Isn't that just 
like a woman?” One can only assume 
that Polystyle considered it’s TV Comic 


readership to consist mainly of adolescent 
boys who would identify with the Doctor’s 
condescending and critical attitude towards 
females. It is regrettable that the writers of 
the Doctor Who strip did not attempt to 
emulate the rather subtler and far more 
affectionate relationship that existed 
between the Doctor and Sarah in the 
television series. 


EXIT HAYLOCK 

Although looking like Tom Baker’s Doctor, 
the strip Doctor possessed little of his 
television counterpart’s child-like charit 
and bohemian personality. In fact apart 
from his appearance, the strip Moctor’s 
regeneration had hardly changed him at all: 
He remained quite serious witha tendency 
to be rather aloof and smug. On the 
occasions when he did porttay humour, it 
was of a rather snide, / condescending 
variety. Indeed, unlike/ the endearing 
television character, the stap Doctor 
seemed a most unpleasant fellow! 

Although Death Flowerl was the first 
comic strip for the Fourth Doeetor, it was to 
be the last for artist Gerry Haylock. 
Although it is unclear why ‘he left the strip 
at this juncture, it is faifly obyious that 
Haylock was not as eémfortable depicting 
Tom Baker's likene$s as he had been with 
Jon Pertwee’s. dn Death Flower! the 
Doctor is seen for much of the time in long 
shots. The few/detailed close-ups used are 
very obviously taken from photographs 
and even these are not of a very high 
standard. Therefore one cannot help but 
speculate that this may have been the 
reason for Haylock’s departure. Although 
by this time his art in general had rather 
deteriorated, Haylock’s overall contribu- 
tion to DoctoF Who should not be 
overlooked; indeed at his peak, on 
Countdown and TV Aétion, Haylock drew 
some of the most striking and memorable 
sequences in the entire history of the 
Doctor Who comic strips. 

Haylock’s suceéssor on the strip, for 
two stories only, was Martin Asbury 
whose style was not dissimilar to Haylock’s. 
Like his predecessor, Asbury had 
previously contributed to TV Acton and 
almost immediately acquired a good feel for 
the likenesses of the Doctor and Sarah. Tt 
would appear that he was given reference 
photographs from both Robot and The Ark 
im Space, as Sarah ig seen to be wearing the 
various outfits that she wore in those two 
television adventures. 

Asbury’s first story was Return of the 
Daleks! which featured the Time’*Lords"as 
well as the popular monsters. The Timé 
Lords were depicted as those seen in the 
television story The Three Doctors. So 
accurate are the likenesses of Roy Purcell 
as the President and Graham Leaman as a 
Time Lord that one wonders whether their 
permission was sought. It is interesting to 
note that the Time Lords home planet is 
named in the strip as Jewel and mot 
Gallifrey, though that name had already 
been stated in the television story The 
Time Warrior. 

The next adventure, The Wreckers! 
drew on the strip's own continuity. The 
villains of the the piece are revealed to be 
none other than the Vogans who had 
appeared four years previously in The 
Vogan Slaves in Countdown Issues 15-22, 
and reprinted in Doctor Who Classic 
Comics Issues 1 and 2. In The Wreckers!

the Vogans both looked and acted like the 
Vogans of the earlier strip because Dennis 
Hooper, writer of The Vogan Slaves, also 
wrote The Wreckers! Readers; however, 
may well have been confused by the 
Doctor's familiarity with his old foes 
because Revenge of the Cybermen had just 
completed its run on television, and that 
Story had featured a similarly named but: 
totally unconnected _race_of aliens called 
Vogans. 

After The Wreckers! Martin Asbury 
departed from the strip, and these days is 
illustrating the long-running Garth strip in 
the Daily Mirror. 

At about this time, the 1975 7V Comic 
Holiday Special was published. Followng 
the recent trend, the Doctor Who content: 
was in the form of a text story titled, The 
Magic Box! and illustrated with various 
photographs of the Doctor and Sarah from 
the TV series. 


CANNING’S RETURN 
The next artist to inherit the Strip was an 
earlier incumbent, John ae 
stayed peace on Doctor pe 
remainder of the strip’s time at 

Canning’s style had changed somewhat 
since the end of his previous Tun in 1971. 
Tt now appeared that he used an airbrush, 
giving a much darker and far smoother look 
to the finished illustrations, although as in 
the past, Canning’s likenesses tended tobe 
more caricatures than accurate depictions: 
Like most of Canning’s male charatters, 
the Doctor was given rather jowlish 
features and Sarah became very much the 
dollybird with her petite mouth,| long 
flowing hair and short skirts. Although 
good to begin with, as time passed on the 
strip, Canning’s illustrations deteriorated 
somewhat, with less care being taken over 
the shading and generally giving a rather 
scribbly, untidy look. This might suggest 
that Canning was not able to spend as much 
time on the strip as he had previously. 

Similarly, the scripts began borrowing 
heavily from previous strips, television 
Doctor Who. stories and well trodden 
science fiction clichés. Stories were all too 
often resolved by the Doctor producing 
some convenient gadget or device that 
would miraculously save the day. 

By this time, the presentation of the 
Doctor Who strip, and indeed the whole of 


TV Comic, suggests that there was trouble 
behind the scenes at Polystyle. This 
speculation would seem to be reinforced 
by the format change that soon struck the 
comic. 

Evidently, Canning was too busy on the 
weekly strip to contribute to the 1976 TV 
Comic Annual. The five page Woden’s 
Warriors story is illustrated by John M. 
Burns, who had previously drawn the title 
story in Countdown. Burns seemed 
determined to capture Tom Baker’s wide 
grin, giving the Doctor a rather ghoulish 
appearance in several frames! 

Back in TV Comic, after several stories 
had passed, The Dalek Revenge! marked 
the last time that adventures were given 
individual titles on a regular basis. This 
story was also to be the Daleks’ final 
appearance in TV Comic. As was the case 
in the Sixties, future stories probably were 
titled by the writer, but not used in the 
comic. Sadly, no records of the writers’ 
original synopsis appear to exist for this 

iod. 


nod. 

The first story to be untitled reaped its 
drama from a very simple premise; the 
Doctor and Sarah become the carriers of a 
virus and are unable to communicate this 
fact to the aliens who are at risk from the 
disease. This story in particular highlights 
a subtle difference between the strip and 
the television series. On television, the 
language barrier had never been a 
problem for the Doctor or his companions, 
whether it was French, Chinese or 
Silurian! Presumably, concentrating on 
overcoming this communication difficulty 
had always been considered a restraint to 
the drama on TV. as deliberate 
oversight was to finally be addressed once 
and for all in the then forthcoming The 
Masque of Mandragora television 
adventure. It is interesting that the writers 
of the strip at this time had taken a stance 
totally opposite to that of the television 
show, and perhaps it was felt that the 
ee ene ea

Masque of Mandragora had been 
transmitted.

The opening scenes in Part One of the then 
recently transmitted The Brain of Morbius 
illustrated how far removed the strip had 
become from it’s television inspiration. 
The next strip highlights how ridiculous 
this concept was when it becomes clear 
that the Doctor has been despatched by 
the Time Lords to Italy during the Second 
World World War just to prevent Italian 
artwork falling into the hands of the 
Germans. 
In the Summer of 1976, Polystyle 
published their annual TV Comic Holiday 
jales@nce again, it featured a text 
Who story illustrated by ee 
photographs from the series. Which Way 
Out? was more in keeping with the style of 
the series than had been the case in the 
past, but was still rather unremarkable 
Save for the appearance of the Daleks. 
After several. stories. and.following the 
solitarily titled Mind Snatch, Issue 1291 of 
TV Comic featured a one-part story. This 
rather humorous adventure was to serve 
as a filler until the following week, when 
with Issue eee ee dated 18th 
September 1976, ‘omic became 
Mighty TV Comic.
